As stated in The Times of November 
2d, the Southeastern Railway Company 
has resolved to be the ploueers in intro- 
ducing to this country railway cars con- 
structed on the American open vestibule 
principle for tirst, second and third-class 
passengers. The first of these trains, 
which is to begin runniup today, is un- 
questionably in the whole of its details 
and appointment* a singularly tine sped 
men of English workmanship, and it is 
also the handsomest train yet offered to 
•11 classes of travelers on an English 
railway. It is to be attached to the 
Company's service betweea London, 
Hastings and St Leonards, and is shortly 
to be followed by a similar train, which 
has been ordered from the works of the 
Metropolitan Carnage Company at Sail 
ley. near Birmingham, for use in connet 
tion with the Southeastern Company' 
continental services via Folkestone an 
Trover.
